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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

This supplemental Final Office Action replaces the Final Office Action of 21X6101, 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . Claim 1 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 13 is dependent on cancelled claim 12 and for examination purposes claim 
13 will be assumed to be cancelled also. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-4, 6-8, 25-28, and 33-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Merely classifying, identifying, 
determining, devising, evaluating etc. is not sufficient to constitute a tangible result, since the 
outcome of the method steps has not been used in a disclosed practical application nor made 
available in such a manner that its usefulness in a disclosed practical application is realized. See 
00 Notices: 22 November 2005, "Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for 
Patent Subject Matter Eligibility". 
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Please note: 

Part b. Practical Application the Produces a Useful, Concrete, and 
Tangible Result under Section IV Determine Whether the Claimed 
Invention Complies with the Subject Matter Eligibility Requirement of 35 
U.S.£;. Sec. 101, sentence 3, in the OG Notice from 22 November 2005 
states 'In determining w^hether the claim is for a "practical application," 
the focus is not on v^hether the steps taken to achieve a particular result are 
useful, tangible, and concrete, but rather that the final result achieved by 
the claimed invention is "usefiil, tangible, and concrete.'". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2, The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness- rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subj ect matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co,, 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. ' Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 

or nonobviousness. 
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4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 

o 

claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 1-4, 6-8, 11,12, 14-16, and 18-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Meeks et al (US 6,897,957), 

Meeks shows a material independent optical profilometer comprising: 

irradiating first and second lights having different wavelengths (e.g. 1601, 1603) onto the 
object to create an inspection spot on the object; 

collecting scattered lights (e.g. 805, 2204,1602, 1604) generated by the irradiated lights 
scattering from the inspection spot; 

converting the collected scattered light into signals (photodetectors which covert light 
into electrical signals for analysis by a computer, e.g. column 7 lines 1+) 

Meeks does not expressly state that the defects are classified, but Meeks does show that 
the goal of the invention is to iniprove upon the prior art and Meeks discloses that the prior art 
classified defects (column 1, line 32 to column 2, line 20) of the object by type of defect by 
analyzing the scattered lights and Meeks teaches that his apparatus measures defects (Abstract).

Therefore, it is clear that the apparatus of Meeks inherently classifies the defect since Meeks 
States the importance of classifying defects stating, "It is important to be able to detect and 
classify these defects..." (column 1, line 32+). Further Meeks states, "Using the designs in 
FIGS. 8, 9, 10 and 12 will allow the measurement of submicron scratches, particles, stains, pits, 
mounds, handling damage, wear of the carbon layer, outside diameter damage and 
contamination." 

With regards to claims 2-4, 11, 20-22, 28, 32, and 35, please see for instance the polarizers (e.g. 
2902, 2903, etc). 

With regards to claim 6, see for instance figure 22. 

With regards to claims 7, 8, 34, 36, and 37, see for instance figure 29. One of ordinary skill in 
the art would recognize that the figures shown by Meeks are only schematic or simplified 
drawings so the skilled artisan would know that other optical elements may not be shown. Also 
well known is the use of additional mirrors in order to direct light in the desired location or to 
circumvent around objects. See for example Figure 10 of US 6,41 1,377. 

With regards to claims 14, 15, 23, 24, 26, 27, 30, 31, Meeks teaches the angle can be anywhere 

between 0 and 90 degrees. 
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With regards to claims 16 and 18, Official Notice is given that having a library or lookup table to 
compare the measured characteristic (scattered light) to previously known (sample) values is 
well known. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 9 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in. independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to show or suggest the method for identifying types of defects of an 
object having all the steps as presently claimed including the step of providing a light path 
changing member wherein said first, second, third, and fourth mirrors form four points, 
respectively, of a rectangular path for the second light. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/21/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

9. With regards to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101, the claims are directed to a judicial 
exception, an abstract idea; as such, pursuant to the Interim Guidelines on Patent Eligible Subject 
Matter (MPEP 2106), the claims must have either physical transformation and/or a useful, 
concrete and tangible result. The claims fail to include transformation from one physical state to 
another. Although, the claims appear useful and concrete, a tangible result is not claimed. 
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Merely identifying is not sufficient to constitute a tangible result, since the outcome of the 
identifying step has not been used in a disclosed practical application nor made available in such 
a manner (e?g. displayed or stored on a computer readable medium) that its usefulness in a 
disclosed practical application can be realized. As such, the subject matter of the claims is not 
patent eligible. 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) in view of 
Leslie have been considered but are riioot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

1 1 . With regards to the claimed capability to perform a function within a certain time period, 
it has been held that a recitation that an element is "capable of performing a function is not a 
positive limitation and thus does not constitute a limitation in any patentable sense. Furthermore, 
the apparatU's is capable of performing the function within 3 minutes if the sample is very small, 
with very few, if any, defects to classify, and a very fast computer processor is used.
